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TUBERCULOSIS 1941 AND 1942 


The California State Department Public Health 
has allocated tuberculosis deaths according place 
residence for the years 1941 and 1942. Death rates for 
the various counties have been computed upon popula- 
tion estimates provided the California Taxpayers 
Association. 

Because the difficulty determining the exact 
population each county, there may slight ele- 
ment discrepancy the rates for some the coun- 
ties. general, however, they represent the rates that 
prevail for the individual years. must understood, 
however, that the counties with low populations the 
rate for single year may disproportionate. For 
definite purposes, death rates should 
over long period years. The tables 
which follow, however, give general picture the 
conditions that prevail the various counties the 
State. 

Tables, which follow, list the counties California 
the order their adjusted tuberculosis death rates 
for 1941 and 1942. should noted that tubercu- 
losis death rates are high some the interior coun- 
ties the State, which are clearinghouses for vast 
numbers casual laborers. The high rates for both 
San Joaquin and Sacramento Counties are due the 
presence large numbers single casual laborers 
whom tuberculosis exceedingly prevalent. 


some the counties where there are high Mexican 
populations, the rates are also high. Mexicans who 
come into California seem have little immunity 
tuberculosis and many them fall victims this 
disease. The rates are also high for those counties 
where there are considerable numbers Indians.

losis were reported California for each the respec- 
tive years. During the same period 3,684 and 3,773 
tuberculosis deaths were reported for each these 
years. The State rates per 100,000 population for the 
same period time were 52.1 and 50.8. 


1941, out 7,310 cases tuberculosis (all forms) 
reported, 4,495, 61.49 per cent, were men, and 
2,815, 38.51 per cent, were women. 1942, 4,829 
63.38 per cent, were men and 2,790, 36.62 
per cent, were women.

HEART DISEASE PUBLIC HEALTH 
PROBLEM 


Louis Dublin, Ph.D., the Annual Meeting the 
American Heart Association held Cleveland, Ohio, 
May 30, 1941, made the following statements relative 
the relationship between heart disease and the public 


are the most important problems heart 
disease, and what should the relationship the 
public health officer them? Heart disease the out- 
standing feature the medical picture, and will 
increasingly the future. Clearly, the health offi- 
cer cannot ignore field wide extent and affecting 
the public health vitally. Essentially, his problems 
this field are the same those the practicing physi- 
cian, although his approach and functions are necessar- 
ily different. The health officer must concern himself 
with those phases heart disease which large-scale 


prevention measures control are attainable. The 
well-recognized public health procedures are clearly 
applicable the control fever and syph- 
ilis. The control premature hypertensive and arte- 
heart disease has date received 
any attention from health officers. Imperceptibly shad- 
ing off from the last category the numerically most 
important group, which comprises cardiac disease 


old people. greater lesser degree, the 
officer can function advantage all these four 
phases.

Patients 
either cannot seen sufficiently often are treated too 
superficially because the crowded conditions most 
the This situation will get worse, rather than 
better. Obviously, must think terms modifying 
our present types organization and medical care for 
these people. 

medicine and health must face 
frankly situation patent this, and take the neces- 
sary steps for integrating the care those suffering 
from heart disease into general scheme, which the 
proper share borne public funds, under the ad- 
ministration the health officer, just has been done 
the tuberculosis. have illusions that this 
scheme can developed overnight. The tuberculosis 
problem, which was simpler, took decades get under 
way toward solution.

TYPE INFLUENZA CALIFORNIA 


Type influenza virus has been isolated the Re- 
search Laboratory the California State Health 
Department from cases influenza the San Fran- 
Bay Region. This finding was confirmed posi- 
tive serological tests. The same type influenza has 
been found during the past month Michigan, Minne- 
sota, and New York. this virus characteristically 
produces widespread epidemics mild disease, may 
assumed that the cause the present outbreak 
California has been established. Serum specimens from 
cases various parts the State are being tested 
this. The epidemic influenza which occurred 
December, 1940, and was perhaps more extensive 
than the present one, was also caused type influ- 
enza virus. 


POWDERED “DORYL” ORDERED OFF MARKET 


the result several deaths from intravenous in- 
jections Doryl chloride), local 
health officers have been requested seize all c.c. 
ampules powdered from the druggists their 
respective territories and advise them obtain 
ompense from the distributors from whom the product 
was purchased. They have also been asked warn 
physicians and hospitals against the ad- 
ministration powdered Doryl. 

information received the State De- 
partment Public Health, this product manufac- 
tured Merck and Company and distributed 
three forms: 

powder intended for use eye wash and 
packed ampules, each containing .15 
grams (150 milligrams) Doryl, which 600 
times the therapeutic dose. This 
apparently the product which has caused death 
when injected hypodermically due confusion 
with liquid Doryl. 

liquid intended for administration intrave- 

nously. This also packed ampules, but 


contains only one-quarter milligram 
which the usual hypodermic dose intended and 
used for treatment urinary retention. 


powder, described above, but packed small 
bottles distinguish from the liquid 
ampules. 

warning against intravenous injections printed 
the labels both the ampules and the bottles 
powdered Doryl. However, since powdered was 
formerly packed ¢.c. ampules, apparently mistakes 
have occurred which have resulted the deaths 
several patients. 

believed that there are only few ¢.c. ampules 
powdered left the market but these will 
cause death erroneously used hypodermically. 


CARBON TETRACHLORIDE MAY HARMFUL 


Carbon tetrachloride frequently used for degreas- 
ing machinery and cutting cooling fluid for 
machine tools. Concentration the solvent high 
amounts distinct health hazard rooms having 
low ceilings with poor ventilation. Workmen may 
experience headache and nausea, which are danger 
signals intoxication chlorinated hydrocarbons 
well organic solvents. Manufacturers are quick 
make changes the process when the danger pointed 
out. 


CARBON MONOXIDE INDUSTRIAL HAZARD 


The department has made investigations into ex- 
posure carbon monoxide diversified industries. 
was found that gypsum mine, where gasoline- 
fired trucks are driven underground, concentrations 
carbon monoxide, well over the limit, necessi- 
tated the recommendation the use electric power 
trucks great improvement the ventilation system. 
several warehouses where gasoline-powered trucks 
are used for moving goods, the exhaust constitutes 
exposure hazard, particularly between stacks where 
the air quiet. Concentrations five and six times 
above the maximal allowable concentration were dis- 
Workmen who drive military vehicles into 
the holds ships preparatory carrying them the 
war zones also are unduly exposed carbon monoxide 
hazards. this case necessary improve the 
combustion the engines that less monoxide 
liberated and improve the general ventilation 
the holds vessels.

TYPHOID INDIANS 


The department investigated typhoid 
fever Indians. total cases and suspected 
with four deaths, were reported. The outbreak 
followed dance and supper for which all the food 
served was prepared members the group 
attendance. search for carrier now under way. 
This group cases interferes with the all time low 
record 150 reported California during 1942, 
this single outbreak will prevent the achievement 
lower record 1943. 


PLAGUE SURVEY 


The plague survey conducted this department 
was carried counties the State with nearly 
4,000 rodents collected and examined for plague. Mil- 
itary reservations and areas nine counties were 
visited and five surveys were conducted the special 
request military officials. Plague was demonstrated 
two pools fleas and ground squirrels taken 
Kern County. 


RODENT CONTROL 


the request local health officers, assistance was 
given health officers six localities methods 
rodent control. one place where rodent infestation 
was found rank from light medium, general 
planned city and county 
health authorities with the assistance city fire and 
waste disposal departments. Another city provided 
three trappers who placed 600 traps daily operation 
and more than 850 rodents. The campaign 
this will continue long necessary and, 
possible, additional trapping personnel will pro- 
vided. Assistance was given members commit- 
tee workmen their efforts control rodents 
shipyard. 


CLEAN FOODS CLEAN SURROUNDINGS 


During November the department concentrated its 
efforts the enforcement the Food Sanitation Act 
with particular reference dried fruit packing, can- 
ning, baking, candy manufacturing, poultry slaughter- 
ing, restaurants and soda fountains. Successful prose- 
four violators the Food Sanitation Act 
brought fines which totalled $1,100. were 
used only last resort and covered chronic offenders 
only. 

Out dried fruit packing establishments in- 
spected northern California, none were found 
entirely satisfactory sanitary condition. Chief faults 
constituted poor storage conditions and inadequate 
processing methods. such institutions were oper- 
ate under licenses with payment annual inspection 
fees, believed that distinct improvements the 
sanitation such places would develop. walnut 
shelling plants, which operate under licensure the 
department, excellent sanitary conditions were found 
prevail. Out such institutions, only one failed 
meet basic requirements. 


DISPOSAL INDUSTRIAL WASTE 
HUGE PROBLEM 


recent survey the industrial waste situation 
California indicates load equivalent the 
sewage about 12,000,000 people, which three 
four times the organic load all urban sewage the 
State. Most this organic waste agricultural 
origin indicated the following

The department has begun listing postwar proj- 
ects for the purpose determining where such devel- 
opments may come that will require the inspection 
the department and the issuance permits operate. 
Early contact with these developments makes easier 
review plans the course their making. The 
State, from San Francisco Bay south San Diego, 
along the coast and down the San Joaquin Valley, was 
during November. The largest sanitation 
project encountered the $10,000,000 Hyperion treat- 
ment plant proposed remedy the widespread pollu- 
tion Santa Monica Bay which was quarantined 
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the State early the year. Population changes, in- 
tense industrial activities and consequent heavy fac- 
tory waste many these places where projects are 
under consideration, make surveys the department 
indispensable order that proper advice plans, 
locations, procedure and construction, may under- 
taken early. 


GARBAGE DISPOSAL 


connection with its rodent surveys, garbage dis- 
posal was studied the department counties 
the State. This included cities some which the 
rodent situation was found acute. one city, 
more than 500 rats were poisoned the local garbage 
dump. other cities throughout the State, gar- 
bage dumps were inspected and advice given relative 
keeping the rodent population such places under 
These additional inspections were made 
with routine activities. 


MILITARY SANITATION 


The Bureau Sanitary Engineering providing 
considerable assistance the provision proper 
sanitary facilities for Army and Navy units 
throughout California. Last month, assistance was 
given the solution problems related sewage 
disposal for large Coast Guard station involving 
sand filters and underground percolation beach 
sands. Assistance was given connecting Army and 
Navy hospitals with city sewer systems. Matters 
related irrigation vegetables with effluent from 
Army camp were discussed. Complaints relative 
overloaded filter plants, stream pollution, dairy 
drainage and near Army 
camps were handled during the month. 

The control mosquitoes matter great im- 
portance the war emergency, and careful atten- 
tion was given malaria control and inspection 
the vicinity Army camps Tulare, Yuba, 
and Stanislaus counties. 


SANITATION DRIED FRUIT PLANTS 
drive under way maintain high standards 
cleanliness plants dried fruit proces- 
sors. preliminary survey shows that most such 


places have been neglectful observing standard rules 
sanitation. Generally, toilet and washing facilities 
are inadequate, with regular cleaning toilets pro- 
vided. places only one cold water tap for crews 
individuals was available. Faulty waste 
Semisolid matter often re- 


disposal common. 


moved from settling tanks and sumps, resulting the 
accumulating decaying and fermenting matter with 
odor nuisance. Dry waste material often strewn 
heaps the surface the ground. These form ideal 
breeding-places for which turn re-infest fruit 
held storage. Many fruit processing plants are 
found heavily infested with rodents, necessitating ex- 
tensive cleaning operations. 

Action has been started toward cleaning all dried 
fruit processing plants the State order that there 
may question relative the standards fruit 
products from these places. 


FROZEN DESSERT 


During the past month, due the shortage milk 
fats, several ice cream plants Los Angeles have been 
offering for sale frozen dessert under the names 
not contain any milk dairy products whatsoever, 
but are made water, flavoring, sugar, cereal, gelatin, 
other stabilizers. Nevertheless, they were being sold 
soda fountains and malted milk establishments with- 
out indicating the labels what ingredients they con- 
tained, the name and address the manufacturer, the 
net weight, any reference the products’ imitation 
character, nor any statement that artificial flavors and 
colors were being used. 

The State Bureau Food and Drug will hold formal 
hearings for manufacturers who are found violat- 
ing the Pure Foods Act this respect. 


GIFT PACKAGES WHICH DECEIVE 
THE PUBLIC 


Gift packages food sent members the 
armed forces are, some instances, being packed 
such fashion that they are not what they appear 
the surface. The following are some examples 
what being paid for the unsuspecting public: 

pensive soda crackers underneath. Other boxes claim- 
ing contain jams, jellies, candy, and hors d’oeuvres 
spreads are reality filled with undeclared imitation 
products small, meagerly filled packages, 
wrapped cellophane bags, which are crushed under- 
neath that only small Jayer candy each 
partment. 

result these and similar deceptive practices, 
steps are being taken the Bureau Food and Drug 
curb the sale these novelty food packages. Quar- 
antines were placed approximately 1,500 gift pack- 
ages Los Angeles and San Four hundred 
dollars worth glacé fruit, quarantined large San 
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Francisco department store, was voluntarily donated 
the United States Naval Hospital Oakland the 
eastern manufacturers, while another manufacturer 
was fined $1,000 the Federal Government for eco- 
violations. 


BOTULISM FROM HOME-CANNED 
VEGETABLES 


was expected, cases botulism from home- 
canned vegetables are now appearing many different 
localities California. The impetus given home 
canning during the past season led the packing 
wide variety products. The University California, 
the California State Department Public Health, 
and many other agencies conducted intensive cam- 
paigns provide full information during the past 
season instruct housewives relative proper can- 
ning methods avoid the occurrence botulism. 
Nevertheless, cases are now occurring much more fre- 
quently than usual. anticipated that during the 
next few months, home-canned vegetables are served, 
more cases will develop. The high prices and scarcity 
fresh vegetables are factors the production this 
highly disastrous disease. the simple rule thor- 
oughly boiling all home-canned vegetables for least 
minutes before serving were strictly observed, cases 
the disease might avoided. Every effort being 
made provide housewives with this simple informa- 
tion but, spite the fact, the precaution not 
observed. 

also highly important that proper treatment 
given all individuals who may contract botulism. 
Antitoxin should given early possible after 
botulism suspected. Health officers and other officials 
should know where antitoxin available. For that 
reason the California State Department Public 
Health compiling list health departments, hos- 
pitals, sanitariums, and pharmacies where botulinus 
antitoxin kept stock. Two biological companies 
California carry this antitoxin for humans. They are:

legal action was taken the Attorney General 
California, who filed complaint the sewage pollu- 
tion Santa Monica Bay against the City Los An- 
geles and nine other cities, well against three 
sanitation districts which embrace three other cities, 
and also against their municipal officials and three 
corporations that are involved the action. The At- 
torney General’s move based upon the year-long 
study sewage pollution Santa Monica Bay made 
the Bureau Sanitary Engineering 1942.
